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A RUMOR was circulated in this city a short time since to the 
effect that the East ‘l'ennesse Insurance Company was being ab- 
sorbed by the Knoxville Fire Insurance Company. An inquiry 
that had been addressed to C. Powell, secretary of the company, 
was responded to promptly, stating that the rumor is without 
foundation and that the only occasion for it comes from the fact 
that they had recently canceled a number of policies placed in this 
vicinity by a broker. The relations of the two companies are very 
pleasant, but there is no idea entertained of either absorbing the 


other. 





A note received from St. Paul says that what is called the 
“prima facie” bill, which compels the companies to prove that 
property wholly destroyed was not worth the amount of the policy, 
in order to escape paying the full amount named in the policy, 
will undoubtedly become a law. This is the only bill relating to 
fire insurance that will probably reach the Governor for signature. 
The bill regarding the incorporation of assessment life insurance 
companies, repealing all former laws and placing this class of com- 
panies under supervision and imposing certain restrictions upon 
them, will probably become a law. We may add, in this connec- 
+ tion, that the insurance department has been exceedingly energetic 
in its efforts to prevent vicious legislation by the present legislature. 


THE insurance committee of the Massachusetts legislature has 
accorded a hearing to those opposed to the new insurance bill pre- 
sented by Commissioner Tarbox. The opponents of the bill, so 
far as it relates to life insurance interests, were heard last week, 
when Colonel Jacob L. Greene, president of the Connecticut Mutual, 
presented his views upon the subject at considerable length. Com- 
missioner Tarbox was subsequently heard in support of the bill, 
and the committee is expected to make its report to the legislature 
during the present week. Our information is to the effect that the 
bill is likely to pass with some slight modifications, It embraces an 
entire codification of the insurance laws of Massachusetts, as well 
as some new features affecting life, fire and assessment insurance. 





THE insurance committeee of the legislature has granted two 
hearings to the opponents of what is known as the Baker bill, im- 
posing additional restrictions upon assessment insurance companies. 
It is a notable fact that those assessment companies that have ac- 
quired reserve funds and are in a condition to pay all claims in full 
and with promptness, are in favor of the bill, while those that can- 
not pay in full, and are limited as to the amount of reserve they 
have in hand, are opposed to it. This bill was introduced by 
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Superintendent Maxwell, and the idea prevailed that it was intended 
to include all fraternal and benefit societies, as well as these busi- 
ness organizations conducted on the assessment plan. At the 
hearing before the committee last week, Deputy Superintendent 
Ruggles explained that this was not the fact, and that the depart- 
ment was willing to accept an amendment to the bill excluding such 
societies-from its operations. The bill, in its chief features, is one 
that should become a law. These assessment companies have mul- 
tiplied throughout the country, and especially in this State, with a 
degree of rapidity that precludes the idea that all can be successful 
and fulfill their obligations. Already members have been subjected 
to grievous disappointment, and have found that while they were 
anticipating that they had made a provision for their dependents 
by this system, results have shown that companies in which they 
had put their trust were unable to pay more than a small percent- 
age of claims against them. It is to prevent the organization of 
such speculative societies, and to compel those already in existence 
to limit their operations to their means, that this bill has been drawn. 
It is certainly in the interests of the public that it should become a 
law, and honest and trustworthy assessment companies have no 
valid reason for opposing it. Most of these companies are organ- 
ized simply as business enterprises, and it is right and proper that 
men who expect to make money out of them, should put up suffi- 
cient capital to enable them to fulfill their contracts, as they would 
be obliged to do in almost any other business enterprise that they 
might engage in. 





Tue destruction of the pier of the Morgan line of steamships 
on Monday morning, by fire, involved a loss of nearly $400,000, 
and was one of the most destructive fires that has occurred in this 
city for a long time. New York city has enjoyed a degree of im- 
munity from fire losses which has caused the president of the Board 
of Fire Commissioners to arrogate to himself unusual credit in the 
management of the department, claiming that under his adminis- 
tration, and because of it, the fire losses have been very much de- 
creased in the past few years. If he desires to take the credit of 
the smaller aggregate of losses for the past few years, he must, of 
course, assume the responsibility of the heavy losses that have 
visited the city thus far this year. As he cannot do this with any 
degree of reason, it simply shows the fallacy of his claims for credit 
for the smaller losses. The simple fact is that for a long time past 
New York has enjoyed an exemption from large fires, which has 
been shared in an equal degree by a number of other cities, while 
still other localities have been suffering very greatly. No one can 
claim credit or be held responsible for the prevalence of great fires, 
or immunity from them. We must simply take things as they 
come, and adopt every reasonable means for protection. The 
Commercial Bulletin records twenty-six fires in this city in January 
and February, where the loss exceeded $10,000 each, and shows an 
aggregate of losses in excess of $2,650,000 for these two months. 
This journal, in seeking for an explanation of these losses, raises the . 
question as to whether or not they are attributable to the labor dis- 
turbances that have occurred within the past twomonths. The fire 
on Monday came very near to being the most fatal one that has 
been known for many years. Chief Shay and some twenty men, 
who were seeking to extinguish the fire in a lighter loaded with cot- 
ton lying alongside the pier, were suddenly cut off from the street by 
the fire communicating with the sheds in their rear. They were 
compelled to break through the side of the building and seek ref- 
uge on the stringpieces of the pier until rescued by a tug that 
responded to their signals of distress. Several of the men were 
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severely scorched and nearly suffocated before they were relieved 
from their perilous situation. A bulletin circulated down town 
during the progress of the fire, announced that Chief Shay and ten 
men had been kiiled. ‘This, fortunately, proved to be false, although 
based upon an emergency that came very near making it a truthful 
report. Chief Shay is considered to be one of the best firemen 
New York ever had, cool, calm, deliberate in an emergency, thor- 
oughly informed as to the practical part of his business, gained by 
many years of experience in this department, and, with all, an ad- 
mirable leader of men. His loss would be a public calamity. It 
was with feelings of great relief that the public learned that the 
first rumor of his death was false. The narrow escape of these 
firemen, however, is another illustration of the many and incessant 
perils that surround our firemen while in the prosecution of their 
perilous duties. The losses by this fire are understood to be fully 
covered by insurance, thus imposing a very severe burden at the be- 
ginning of the year upon the companies sharing the risk. 





Ir is an understood fact that a great deal of laxity exists in the 
courts in the matter of exacting surety in certain cases. Individual 
bondsmen are accepted by the courts and counsel in cases with 
scarcely any examination as to their responsibility. Professional 
bondsmen and “straw bail” are well known in our courts, and con- 
stitute one of the greatest abuses of the present practice. An indi- 
vidual brought before the court in a civil process and being required 
to give bonds, forthwith produces either a professional bondsman or 
his personal friends, who justify in the amount required. The court 
has neither time nor opportunity to inquire into the competency of 
the bondsmen, and the courtesy existing between counsel prevents 
them, in the majority of cases, from subjecting the proffered surety 
to the rigid examination as to his competency that the law contem- 
plates should be made. It is a well known fact that many of the 
large corporations, against which many suits are brought, have en- 
gagements with men of wealth to go surety for them in any cases 
that may arise. The consequence is that some of our reputed mil- 
lionaires have assumed liabilities as sureties that, should they ma- 
ture, would render them bankrupt. A case in point was named in 
the papers a short time since. A reputed millionaire was offered as 
surety in an important case, and was subjected to a rigid examina- 
tion as to his competency as surety. It was then developed that he 
was bondsman in a great number of cases, and while he testified 
that he was worth some millions of dollars, the result showed that 
he was taxed on all his property at an assessed valuation of $50,000. 
During his examination he testified to owning numerous and sun- 
dry pieces of property in the city, and an examination of the as- 
sessment rolls showed that scarcely any of them were entered in his 
name. The result was that his assessment was nearly quadrupled in 
consequence of the admissions he made as to his property. It would 
seem to be a very good rule for the courts to insist upon that the 
surety should only be accepted for a sum not exceeding, in all cases in 
which a man may become a bondsman, the assessed value of his real 
estate. The law relative to suretyship is adequate for the protec- 
tion of the courts and the public, but the fact that so much “straw 
bail” is accepted is due to the laxity of the practice before the 
courts. If any offered bondsman swears falsely as to the liabilities 
he has previously assumed, neither the law nor the court can be re- 
sponsible for the perjury committed, but a more rigid examination 
by counsel in the case, will, in a majority of instances, get at the 
facts. If a private individual is worth $100,000 and goes on 
ten bonds of $10,000 each, he cannot go surety on any

other case, provided he answers all the questions truthfully 
when justifying. In matters of administration where the bonds. 
men are friends of the administrator, there is not that great care 
exercised in the selection of surety that the law demands. The 
present law in this State is perfectly equitable and wise, and if it 
fails in its intended effects the failure is due to the laxity which 
prevails in its enforcement. Under the surety laws for all bonds, 
the counsel is supposed to examine the proffered bondsman fully as 
to his financial ability to qualify. This is seldom taken advantage 
of. If the laws were rigorously complied with in all cases of indj. 
viduals offered to the court as bondsmen, it would be a cause of 
annoyance to undergo the examination they would be subjected to, 
The courts have submitted to the laxity in this respect, but are 
getting more and more inclined to accept as surety the bonds of 
the fidelity corporations that have been organized for the express 
purpose of furnishing such security. There are several of these 
organizations in the city that are fully qualified to give bonds to 
any reasonable amount, and the courts prefer them to individual 
bondsmen. The great laxity in our courts in reference to indi- 
vidual suretyship has led to losses in many instances, and in this 
way resulted to the advantage of fidelity corporations by bringing 
them prominently before the courts. In no instance has a loss 
occurred where a corporative organization has been accepted as 
surety by the courts. 








LIFE INSURANCE TRANSACTIONS IN 1886. 


HE year 1886 was a remarkably favorable one for life insur. 
ance. The companies and their agents put forth unusual 
exertions to secure new business, and, the time being propitious, 
their efforts met with great success. In every section of the coun- 
try the field was energetically worked, and the result showed a very | 
large increase in business. Year by year the people of the country 
have been educated to a better appreciation of the advantages of 
life insurance, and are continually manifesting a greater desire to 
secure for their families the protection offered by this most benefi- 
cent system. 

We submit herewith a tabular statement showing the transactions 
of forty-three companies doing business in the State of New York 
during 1886, accompanied by a table of aggregates giving the re- 
sults of the transactions of forty-two companies for the previous 
year in comparison with the business of last year. It will be noticed 
that there was a gain of over $130,000,000 in the amount of in- 
surance in force, the total written for the year being $613,067,096, 
as against $405,149,103 in 1885, a gain of $207,917,903, while 
the total amount in force was increased, as stated, $130,241,019. In 
every material feature there was an advance in the financial condi- 
tion and standing of the companies, each of which showed very 
important gains. There was an increase of $35,264,550 in the 
total assets, a gain of $4,123,838 in surplus to policyholders, a 
gain of $11,464,483 in premiums, while disbursements showed an 
increase of only $2,897,938, as against this enormous gain in pre- 
miums. ‘These figures speak for themselves, and indicate clearly 
that the greater the familiarity of the public with the subject of life 
insurance, the greater the confidence they repose in this system. 
The policyholders of the companies received last year $63,521,737; 
returned to them in the way of payments for matured claims and 
dividends upon their policies. In addition to these disbursements, 
the policyholders had the satisfaction of seeing their assets and the 
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surplus constantly increasing, thus proving that the managers of ments, etc. The total gain in income over 1885 is $12,685,505.

A Hot Debate in the Senate—Co-operative Insurance Discussed—A Resolution to 
Investigate the Affairs of the Receivers of the Universal Life and Mutual Trust 
Fund Goes Over—A Rill Limiting Other State Companies to One Class of 
Insurance in New York—Co-operative Companies and the Standard Policy— 
A Bill Incorporating the Buffalo Title Insurance and Indemnity Company— 
The Baker Bill Before the Assembly Committee. 


[From OuR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ] 


On Friday, the State Senate devoted a large share of the morning 
session to a debate which, before conclusion, had traversed the merits of 
co-operative insurance companies, and had at several points come close 
to the verge of unparliamentary personalities, The discussion arose over 
Mr. Vedder’s resolution, empowering the insurance committee to inves- 
tigate the affairs of the receiver of the Universal Life Insurance Com- 
pany. 

The receiver in question is Harry M. Wendell of this city, who suc- 
ceeded the late Nathan D. Wendell, his father, in that position. When 
the resolution was called up Mr. Comstock moved to include the Mutual 
Trust Fund Life Association of New York, in the investigation, which 
was adopted. Mr. Vedder stated that the resolution was offered in re- 
sponse to statements of the Fredonia Censor, that the policyholders of the 
Universal Life were being unjustly treated. The committee, he was as- 
sured, would consult the insurance department before proceeding with 
its inquest. Mr. Raines sustained Mr. Vedders’ position, and held that 
it had already been demonstrated in other cases that there were insurance 
abuses calling for legislative relief. Messrs, Fassett, Kellogg and 
Pierce, members of the insurance committee, declared their indisposition 
to undertake the investigation unless the Senate ordered it, Mr Fassett 
restating his objections to legislative investigations. Mr. Coggeshall 
opposed the resolution on the ground that the expense entailed upon the 
taxpayers would be very large, and the net results were likely to be very 
small. Mr. Smith thought that the remedy for policyholders was to be 
found in the courts rather than in the legislature. Mr. Comstock fol- 
lowed with a special reference to the New York Mutual Trust Fund Life 
Insurance Association, which he declared was one of the most infamous 
frauds attempted on the people. It never had a dollar of capital or assets, 
and its projectors were not honest enough to be given a dollar in trust. 
The association cannot be reached in the courts. It has no property. 
Some claim that its president’s mother-in-law has what assets it had, and 
they are in Chicago. The moral effect for good of the investigation 
will be felt throughout the State. 

Mr. Smith spoke at length in defense of co-operative insurance socie- 
ties. Mr. Smith construed Mr. Comstock’s remarks as a criticism on the 
whole system of co-operative insurance, but Mr. Comstock denied that he 
had criticised the system, but only one company under it. Mr. Sloan be- 
lieved that a public good could be accomplished as an incident to the inves, 
tigation sufficient to warrant it. The policyholders were so scattered that 
recourse to the courts was impossible, Possibly, this fact led receivers 
to prolong unduly the discharge of their trusts. He believed that it 
would be wise to ascertain whether the principle of co-operative insur- 
ance was safe or unsafe. Mr. Vedder stated that the receiver of the 
Universal Life has had $125,000 in the Merchants bank of Albany for 
years, no dollar of which policyholders had ever been able to secure. 
He had word from Superintendent of Insurance Maxwell, that he favored 
the investigation of the Universal Life, and he believed other insurance 
receivers might be investigated with advantage to the people. Mr. 
Comstock declared that he desired to prove that the company he criti- 
cised had taken $40,000 from its policyholders, and its officers had kept 
it. There seemed to be no prospect of closing the debate, and the whole 
question was made a special order for Wednesday, March 2. 

The following is Mr. Burns’ bill No. 776, providing that insurance com- 
panies organized outside of this State shall not do more than one class o¢ 
insurance within this State. 


SECTION 1. Any company, corporation or association organized under 
the law of any other State to make either of the following kinds of in- 
surance : 

1. Upon the health of persons, 

2. Against injury, disablement of persons resulting from traveling or 
general accidents by land or water. 
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3. Guaranteeing the liability of persons holding places of public of 
private trusts. 

4. Upon the lives of horses, cattle and other live stock, 

5. Upon plate glass, as against breakage. 

6. Upon steamboilers against explosion, and against loss or damage to 
life or a ag | resulting therefrom. 

7. Against burglary or theft, or both, shall be permitted to transact 
business in this State when it shall have made a deposit of at least 
$100,000 with the insurance department or other proper officers of the 
State where it is organized, invested in such securities as is required of 
such companies by the laws of this State, and when it shall have complied 
with all laws governing casualty insurance companies organized in this 
State and received a license from the Superintendent of the Insurance De. 
partment. 

Sec. 2. No such company shall undertake or do more than one of the 
several kinds of insurance mentioned in the first section of this act, and 
no such company shall undertake any other business or risk, provided 
that nothing therein contained shall affect the business of any company 
now doing life and accident insurance only. 


The following petition for the amendment of chapter 488 of the laws of 
1886 is being extensively circulated throughout the legislature : 

Whereas, the annual report of the New York State central organiz ition 
of co-operative fire insurance, shows that over $74,000,000 in insurance 
risks was carried by fifty-seven co-operative insurance companies Decem- 
ber 31, 1885, and whereas, said report shows that the average cost of in- 
Surance in these companies is less than one-half the cost of insur- 
ance in stock companies, and whereas, the provisions of the standard 
fire insurance policy of the State of New York issued by authority of 
chapter 488 of the laws of 1886, are not adapted to the requirements of 
co-operative insurance companies, and whereas, it would not only be im. 
practicable but injurious to the interests of such companies to adopt said 
standard policy, therefure, we the officers of the * * * of * * * 
county hereby earnestly petition your honorable body, the leg'slature of 
the State of New York, to so amend chapter 488 of the laws of 15886, as 
to relieve all mutual or co-operative insurance companies in this State 
from the provisions of said act, which requires the adoption of the atore- 
said standard fire insurance policy, and we further petition for the enact- 
ment of a law authorizing the co-operative fire insurance companies of 
this State, to prescribe at their option, a form of standard policy adapt.d 
to their necessities. 


Senator McMillan’s and Assemblyman Guenther's bill incorporates 
Charles A. Sweet, George I. Hayward, George Urban, Jr., Pascal P, 
Pratt, James H. DeGraff, James A. Roberts, Franklin D. Locke, Charles 
G. Curtis, Wilson S. Bissell, Henry W. Box, Orasmus G. Warren, Jobn 
L. Williams, Henry M. Watson and George B. Matthews as the Buffalo 
Title Insurance and Indemnity Co., the capital stock to be $100,000, with 
a $500,000 limit, und shares $100 each. The gentlemen named above 
are the trustees for the first year. In addition to the usual corporate 
powers the company shall have power—First, to insure owners of real 
estate, mortgages or others interested in real estate, from loss by reason 
of defective titles, liens and incumbrances, and to make insurance of 
every kind pertaining to or connected with the title to real estate ; second, 
to guarantce bonds and mortgages ; third, to make, or cause to be made, 
searches or abstracts of title to real estate at such rates as may be estab- 
lished from time to time by the board of trustees; fourth, to guarantee 
the fidelity of persons holding positions of public or private trust ; fifth, 
to grant and purchase annuities ; sixth, to receive deposits of money and 
to loan the same on real or personal security ; seventh, to purchase, hold, 
lease or sell real estate, and to take real estate by subrogation under its 
guarantees. 

Reports shall be made annually to the Insurance Department. 

The assembly committee on insurance gave a hearing on the Baker fra- 
ternal societies bill on Thursday evening. Deputy Superintendent of 
Insurance Ruggles explained the provisions of the bill. He dwelt es- 
pecially on the fact that the members of the societies were so bound to- 
gether as a matter of honor that they would not complain. 

The last public meeting of the assembly committee on the bill will be 
held on Tuesday evening, March 8. 

On Monday evening some amendments were submitted by Mr. Curtis, 
after which the bill was ordered printed and recommitted. The following 
amendment is the principal one, exempting benevolent and fraternal 
societies from the operations of the law: 

SECTION 8. This act shall take effect immediately, except as to existing 
corporations, associations and societies, and as to them it shall take 
effect on the first day of October, 1887; provided, that nothing in this 
act shall apply to secret fraternal societies doing business through sub- 
ordinate lodges or bodies, in accordance with rules and regulations made 
by grand or supreme lodges, or bodies composed of officers or represent- 
atives selected by its subordinate bodies ; or to incorporations or organ- 
izations which limit their certificateholders to the members of a secret 
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1 society, or to the employees of a designated firm, business house 
7 srivate or municipal corporation or department thereof, or which do 
not employ paid agents in soliciting business.

COMMUNICATIONS. 


A QUESTION OF LIABILITY, 


[To THE EDITOR OF THE SPECTATOR.] 

The Comet Insurance Company insured premises No. 25 State street, 
Buffalo, for $2000 ; subsequently, the same company insured premises 
Nos. 25 and 27, for $3,000, under a blanket policy ; the Granger Insur- 
ance Company had insured No. 25, for $1000. 

A fire occurred, whereby premises No. 25 became damaged $250, and 
No. 27 damaged $350. A dispute arises as to the liability of the Comet 
on No. 25, under their blanket policy for $3000. Will you please decide 
whether the Comet should not contribute with their $3000 blanket policy 
to assist the Granger to settle their loss, before proceeding to use it for 
paying their loss on No. 27? The loss is only partial, and in no event 
will assured suffer by reason of the dissension between the two compa- 
nies, Why should not any company issuing a blanket policy, knowing 
they had a specific policy on same premises, suffer the consequences of 
their negligence, especially when the rights of another company, issuing 
a specific policy, intervene. X. 

BurFaLo, N. Y., January 28. 

An apology is due to our correspondent for the delay which has oc- 
curred in answering his questions. In the press of business, his letter 
was misplaced and overlooked. 

In the case of the Comet Insurance Company, writing specifically $2000 
on building No. 25, and subsequently accepting $3000 on Nos. 25 and 
27 without specification, and the Granger Insurance Company writing 
$1000 on No. 25 specifically and where both buildings received damage by 
fire, we incline to the opinion, that the blanket line should first contribute 
with the specific lines in the adjustment, and the balance of the blanket 
policy should then apply to satisfy the claim upon the other property 
covered under it. 

As it happened that there was a damage of $250 to building No. 25, 
we hold that the Granger Insurance Company should pay only $41.67, or 
one-sixth, there being $6000 insurance in all liable for this loss, the 
Granger sharing to the extent of one-sixth. The blanket policy of the 
Comet, $3000, should pay one-half, or $125, and the balance, $2875, should 
meet the loss on the other property injured. 

It is evident that companies writing specifically evince more prudence 
generally than those writing without such limitations (and inferentially 
more loosely), and it seems to us that where a just apportionment is in 
question, the former should be placed relatively in an attitude of favor.— 
Epitor Tue Spectator. ] 











NEWS OF THE WEEK. 


United Security Life Insurance and Trust Company of Pa. 


It was generally supposed when the announcement was made some 
months ago that I. Layton Register, of the Equitable Life, was to become 
president of a new Philadelphia company bearing the above name, with a 
capital of $1,000,000, that a new competitor intended entering the regular 
life insurance field. It shortly appeared, however, that the company had 
no yearnings in that direction, but proposed to transact a business similar 
to that of the Land Investment and Improvement Company, in which Eras- 
tus Wiman and others of Staten Island and New York city are interested. 
In brief, the plans of the United Security embrace the purchase of tracts 
of land and the erection of numbers of dwelling houses of different sizes, 
and of cash valuations ranging from say $2000 upward, the purchaser 
paying at the start from ten to twenty per cent of the appraised valuation 
in cash, and thereafter periodical dues decreasing yearly, and not exceed- 
‘ng a fair rental for such a house until, at the end of an agreed term of 
years, the length of which governs the rate of payments, the obligation is 
discharged, and he receives a deed for the property ; or—and here the life 
surance feature appears —until the death of the purchaser, if this should 
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occur before the completion of payments, when the company engages to 
cancel the balance of incumbrance and, at once, without further pay- 
ments, hand over a deed for the property to the heirs. 

As an illustration of the workings of the scheme the company, in its 
circular, instances the following: 

If a person, age thirty, wished to buy a $2000 house, he would make a 
cash payment from $200 to $400. The cash payment need not be the same 
in every case. It may vary according to a man’s circumstances or ability. 
If, for illustration, a man should make a payment of $323.64, he will, at 
the end of the first month from the date of purchase, commence his 
monthly payments, and continue the same as per the following schedule : 

Age thirty. No. of monthly payments, 132. First year, $23.70 ; second 
year, $22.80; third year, $21.84 ; fourth year, $20.84; fifth year, $19 80; 
sixth year, $18.70 ; seventh year, $17.50; eighth year, $16.34; ninth year, 
$15.08 ; tenth year, $13.74; eleventh year, $12.34. Aggregate of monthly 
yee og $2,432.16; marginal payment, $323.64. Total payments, 

1755.80. Average monthly payment, $18.43. 

Compared with the ordinary methods of acquiring a home upon credit, 
this programme certainly appears most inviting to the clerk or profes- 
sional man of moderate income, and there seems no reason why Mr. Reg- 
ister’s company, backed as it is by ample capital, and officered by respon- 
sible and able men, should not succeed in doing a large business, profit- 
able alike to sellers and buyers, insurers and insured. 





Superintendent Maxwell’s Report. 
WE are indebted to Superintendent Maxwell for an advance copy of his 
annual report. It presents a full resumé of the transactions of the fire 
and marine companies doing business in this State, and a general review 
of the underwriting situation. The statistical portion of the report has 
already been covered in these columns by the figures we have already 
presented. We present the following brief extracts from the report, lack 
of space only preventing us from giving it more fully : 


Passing over the consideration of the incongruous and anomalous 
principle involved in the issuing of licenses to agents to place insurance 
in a class of companies which the general insurance laws of the State do 
not authorize to do business within its borders, a serious objection is 
found in the fact that the statute does not, and, from the nature of the 
case, cannot provide any adequate protection against the use of these 
licenses as authority for procuring insurance in absolutely worthless cm- 
panies. The statute places no limitation on the discretion of the agent 
in respect to the character of the outside companies in which he may pro- 
cure insurance, It is not a sufficient answer to this that the Superintend- 
ent has power to revoke the license in case of abuse of its privileges. 
As the class of companies in question make no reports to the insurance 
department, and are in no way under the jurisdiction, supervision, inspec- 
tion or control of the Superintendent, he is not provided with any official 
or other data whereby he can draw the line with any degree of certainty 
between sound and unsound companies. And it might be pertinentiy 
inquired, if the statute makes no distinction in this respect among this 
class of outside companies, all of which are already under a general legis- 
lative ban, wherein does the agent violate the law if he makes no finer 
discrimination than the statute does? I would not be understood as in- 
timating that agents actually licensed have generally taken advantage of 
this wide liberty given to them by the statute to place insurance in notor- 
iously bad companies. Some have done so. Others, valuing their busi- 
ness reputation, have carefully guarded the interests of their customers 
against injury in this respect. The objection I urge is that there is no 
statutory limitation upon a discretion which may be so easily abused. 

Another objectionable feature of the statute is in the affidavits it pro- 
vides for. Before the agent procures policies in unauthorized companies, 
he must make an affidavit in duplicate, one of which to be filed with the 
Superintendent, and one in the clerk’s office of the county where the prop- 
erty proposed to be insured is located, setting forth, to use the words of 
the statute, ‘‘that the person, firm or corporation desiring insurance is 
unable to procure the amount of insurance required to protect the said 
property owned or controlled by the said person, firm or corporation, 
from the insurance companies duly authorized to transact business in 
this State.” In practice the affidavits are furnished on printed blanks 
and follow the above quoted language of the statute substantially verda- 
tim, sometimes coming to the department in batches of from thirty to 
forty, covering as many diffzrent pieces of property. The agent swears 
to the inability of each applicant named in the list to procure the required 
insurance in authorized companies. The affidavit does not state, and the 
statute does not require it to state, that the agent, or applicant, or anyone 
else, has, in fact, made any effort, diligent or otherwise, to procure the 
insurance in authorized companies, or that any authorized company has 
declined to take the risk. The practical definition of what constitutes 
inability to procure the insurance desired in authorized companies, or 
what particular condition of things occasions it, in any given case, is left 
altogether to the conscience of the agent who is required to do the swear- 
ing. 

If the statute is allowed to continue in force, the provision in respect 
to the affidavit should, I think, be changed so as to require the affiant 
to state facts, from which it will distinctly appear that a dona fide effort has 
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actually been made to procure the required amount of insurance in duly 
authorized companies, and that after such effort it could not be obtained. 

The particular want which was supposed to necessitate the passage of 
the statute in question has been, in considerable measure, supplied dur- 
ing the year by the admission of fourteen fire insurance companies of 
other States to do business in this State. I am, therefore, disposed to 
recommend the repeal of so much of the statute, chapter 113 of the laws 
of 1885, as provides for these special licenses, to take effect at the close 
of the present calendar year. 


Referring to the uniform policy, the Superintendent says: 


The standard form, completed and filed, will, I think, give general satis- 
faction. It is reasonable in respect to amount of matter contained. Its 
style of language is clear, concise, simple, and easily understood. The 
type is of fair size, plain and readily legible. The principal part of the 
body of the policy, containing the conditions divided into two columns, 
thus shortening the lines, with each line numbered consecutively through- 
out, presents a marked improvement upon the forms heretofore in use, 
and the agreements and conditions appear to be characterized by fairness, 
and in some material respects are more liberal toward policyholders than 
those found in most of the policies heretofore issued. 

Among the advantages likely to ensue from the adoption of a uniform 
policy, it may be noted that hereafter there will be a closer approximation 
to uniformity in the application of the decisions of the courts in fire insur- 
ance cases. With the varying forms of language in which the agreements 
and conditions have been embodied in the policies of different companies, 
a decision involving an interpretation of a policy contract, rendered ina 
case in which a particular company was a party, would not necessarily ap- 
ply to the policy of another company, unless, upon examination, it was 
found that the clause or clauses construed happened to be substantially 
the same in each. But when all companies doing business in the State 
use substantially the same form of policy, so far as the agreements and 
conditions are concerned, a decision interpreting a clause or phrase in the 
policy of one company will generally apply to policy contracts of all other 
companies doing business in the State. 

Under the provisions of chapter 604 of the laws of 1886, several changes 
were made in the law relating to the two per cent fire department tax, pay- 
able by the agents of fire insurance companies of other States or foreign 
companies doing business in this State. As the passage of this act gave 
rise to many inquiries as to the construction of some of its provisions, and 
occasioned some misapprehensions as to several features of the statute, I 
deemed it advisible to issue a circular letter giving the understanding of 
the department on the various questions involved. 

It would facilitate the systematic operation of this law if the statute 
were amended so as to require each village, incorporated or unincorpor- 
ated, having a fire department, company or organization, to file in the 
clerk's office of the county in which it is located, a certificate under the 
oath of its president, or other principal officer, showing the existence of 
such fire department company or organization, and the date of its organiz- 
ation, and in case of unincorporated villages, in addition thereto, the 
limits of the village as fixed by the town board. To insure prompt com- 
pliance with such provision, the filing of the certificate should be made a 
condition precedent to the right to collect the tax after a certain specified 
date. 





The United States Mutual Accident Association. 


NEARLY every section of the United States and Canada was represented 
at the tenth annual meeting of the United States Mutual Accident Asso- 
ciation, held in this city last week, which is not surprising when one 
considers that its 32,000 and more of members are so comprehen- 
sively insured against accident, that they may contemplate with indif 
ference every danger of travel by land or water. Wonderful indeed 
has been the growth of the association year by year since its birth, and 
year by year, too, as the volume of business increased, the expense ratio 
by careful and economical management has been lessened. It was only 
a few months ago that Henry J. Reinmund, the Ohio Insurance Com- 
missioner, in a letter to secretary Pitcher, said : 


Upon a review of my recent examination of your association, I can- 
not refrain from expressing to you my entire satisfaction over its results. 
I could not conceive in the immense detail of an association like yours 
(having a membership of over 32,000) that the work could be so system- 


atically conducted. I found your books and accounts models of correct- 
ness, even in the minutest detail of your management, and with that care- 
ful, honest and economical management that has heretofore controlled 
the affairs of your association, I see no reason why its success should not 
be doubly assured. 

Some idea of the large business done by the association may be gained 
from the following figures, submitted by the secretary at the meeting: 
Losses paid in 1886, $224,789.37 ; total losses paid, nearly $1,000,000 ; 
assets, over $100,000; death losses due and unpaid, none; weekly in- 
demnity due and unpaid, none ; membership, 32,407 ; insurance in force, 
$158,785,000. In truth a splendid recogd. 

For death by accident the company under its policies pays $5000; loss 
of hands or feet, $5000 ; loss of ,hand and foot, $5000; loss of hand or 
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foot, $2500 ; loss of both eyes, $2500 ; loss of one eye, $650 ; for perman. 
ent total disability, $1250, and during temporary total disability $25 
weekly. Members may also take out two policies, becoming thereby ep. 
titled to double these indemnities.

Much ingenuity was displayed by the agents in handling the subject 
presented to them, and others of the contributions besides those named 
were creditable to their authors.

Tue National Benefit Society is one of the few assessment companies in 
this city that is making creditable progress, under the management of 
George Merrill, president, and Frank Delano, secretary, aided by a board 
of directors, among whom are a number of prominent and enterprising 
business men. A statement sent to us showing the business for the past 
two years, shows that on January 1, 1885, the company had about 
$2,500,000 of insurance in force, January 1, 1886, this had been increased 
to $4,674,100, while on January 1,1887, the amount in force was $7,013,300, 
The amount collected in 1886 for the mortuary fund was $27,939.

The National Benefit 
is prosecuting this temperance feature of its business with much vigor, 
and has already gained a large membership in this section. The idea 
proves popular among prohibitionists and other temperance advocates 
and is warmly endorsed by their organs and lecturers. The insurance 
fraternity will watch with considerable interest for the results attained in 
the prosecution of this idea of total abstinence in its relation to the mor- 
tality of life insurance companies.
